In the great treatise on the vnluo of money 
by John Locke. |see works of John I ."eke, 
London, MB, volume 8,1 one of the most acute 
• nd logical rea.oner. that any Nation or any 
age has given to the world, be defines money 
to be necessary to all sorts of men In trade, 
"both for counters and for pledges." This Is 
his quaint and old-fashioned way or saylnr 
that It Is both a measure or standard of value 
ind a medium or exchange. Money, he tells 
is, carries with It as "oounters" what he calls 
•even reckoning;" and as "pledges" It carries 
•security," that he that receives It shall have 
the same value for It again, of other things 
that he wants, whenever ho pleases. Trie one

tion; tho other by Its Intrlnslo value, which Is 
its "quantity."

A row of chetes 
nrranged along coch ilde serves to Oil 
the bins eusily from the wngm; these 
are made ol inch lumber, and are abr ut 
one foot square in cross-section, pro- 
jecting six to eight inches above 'he 
roof. In the crest of the roof there are, 
usually, two or more ventilators ron- 
structed In the manner of the chutes. 
The entrance to the cellar, especially 
when constructed so as to be entered 
with n wagon, is provided with double 
doors separated by a hallway having 
a length cf six or eight feet, and has 
for its object the shutting out of the 
frost from in front. When necessary, 
]>otatoes are stored in the driveway os 
well as in the bins, the rear of thedrre 
being filled first.— F. H.King, in Run] 
New Yorker.

Then he runs less 
risk of failure ami is in a much better 
condition to take advantage of the mar- 
ket nnd in many cases the difference in 
price means thnt much difference in 
the profits. 

Having something to sell so thnt a 
steady increase is had. affords a de- 
cided advantu-e in buying. Under 
present conditions the farmer buys con- 
siderable of what is used in his family 
and having ready money gives him I, 
great advantage. 

Too many farmers thatdppend upon 
wheat or hogs or cattle for their money 
with which to pny running expense* 
ore obliged to go in debt, and the farm- 
er that buys on credit is not only at a 
disadvantage in buying what he needs, 
but in selling what he produces, nnd 
this is so much the case That it makes 
a very considerable difference in the 
farm profits. 

Then growing a variety of products 
affords a better opportunity for lessen- 
ing the cost of feeding the stock, while 
keeping a variety of stock givrs a bet- 
ter chance to use all of the products to 
the best advantage. 

There are cases where the conditions 
are such that the specialist is able to 
realize a handsome profit, but this is 
the exception rather than the rule. 
Generally the farmers who plan to have 
something to sell at all times work 
not only on the safest, but the most 
profitable plan.— Farm, Field and Fire-

The stock in trade of the free silver advocates is asser- 
tion. They make statements without attempting to bring 
forward proof of their accuracy and in most cases for the reason 
that proof is impossible. Unless answered, however, these as- 
sertions mislead those who hear them. It is important, there- 
lore, that those who want to understand this important question 
should know the answers, in a word, to the most important 
of these stock assertions. 

Here are some of the most frequent assertions of the 
fariendl of free coinage and the facts which answer them. 

1 . — That the free coinage of silver will make money 

plenty. 

It will drive more than $600,000,000 of gold out of the 
country, and it will require years to replace this amount with 
silver, 

2. — That silver was demonetized in 1873. 

To "demonetize" means to abandon the use of as money. 
Up to 1S73 we had coined only 8,000,000 of silver dollars, 
since that time we have coined 423,000,000 silver dollars, and 
they are all in use and all full legal tender. 

3. — That the present hard times result from the gold 
standard. 

One cause of hard times is the continual agitation for 
cheap money. The other is suspension of manufacturing, due 
to increased importation of manufactures under the Wilson law, 

4. — That the gold standard has ruined the country. 
The wealth of the country more than doubled from 

iS;oto 1890. 

5. — That the gold standard has cut wages in half. 
From 1870 to 1890 wages increased 28 per cent, and 

their purchasing power 5 1 per cent. 

6. — That silver is not a legal tender. 

Silver dollars are legal tender to any amount; subsidiary 
coins are legal tender to the amount of $10. 

7. — That free coinage will make 371%. grains of pure 
silver sell for $l. 

Three-fourths of the earth's population have Iree coin- 
age of silver, but 371 % grains of silver sell for 53 cents. 

8. — That this country is big enough to adopt free coin- 
age and restore silver's value independently of the rest of the 
world. 

If three-fourths of the people in the world have failed 
how can 70,000,000 succeed? 

9. — That the "money power" has cornered gold and 
made money scarce. 

There is $6,786,437,000 of gold in the world; and no 
combination could possibly corner it. 

10. — That we are being driven into bankruptcy by 
scarce money and high interest. 

In 1873 our circulation was $iS 04 per capita, in 1895 
it was 22 96. The increase in the total money in the country 
was much greater. Since 1873 rates of interest have fallen 50 
per cent. 

1 1. — That the larger the volume of currency the higher 

are prices. 

France has $35 77 per capita. Switzerland has $g 97. 
Prices are the same in both countries. 

12. — That primary money only is a measure of values. 
Gold is the primary money of both France and Greece. 

France has $22 19 gold per capita. Greece has only 23 cents. 
Prices are the same in both countries. 

13. — That the silver men demand bimetallism. 

In his Centralia speech W. J. Bryan said: ."The 
Democratic party has declared for a single standard of silver." 
That means silver monometalism. 

14. — That free silver will raise wages. 

From 1 860 to 1 865 a 49^ cent paper dollar raised 
prices 1 16 per cent, and only raised wages 43 per cent., while 
the purchasing power of the money received lor wages was re- 
duced 66 per cent.

Mrs. Hray was a daughter of Dnnlel 
lturgess, a loading merchant of New- 
castle.

She was found lying on a bed 
and the oldest child, a boy, on a 
lonnge.

CHIOAQO FIRE. 
Twenty-Fifth Aostvaraary of th* Oreateet 



Celebration. 

Chicaoo, Oct. 10,-Twenty-flve years 
ago Friday the city of Cnlcago was lsld 
waste by the greatest conflagration of 
modern times. Friday, in commemo- 
ration of that day of dreadful havoc 
and suffering, Chicago celebrated the 
rebuilding and progress of what is now 
the second city in America. 

The anniversary wns taken advan- 
tage of by local managers of the presi- 
dential campaign to ruake a demonstra- 
tion in advocacy of the continuance of 
the present national financial system, 
both republicans and gold democrats 
joining forces under the direction of 
the Business Men's Sound Money as- 
sociation in organizing a parade, the 
tamtH of which has never been seen in 
this or probably In any other American 
city.

tal document. Some of the cleanest in 
person and thought present their blot- 
ted and spattered pnge, and some of 
the .roughest put before us an immac- 
ulate chirography. Not our character, 
but the copy-plate set before us in our 
tohoolboy days, decides the general 
Style of our handwriting. So also 
there is a fashion in penmanship, and 
for one decade the letters are ex- 
aggerated, and in the next minified;

We are told that 
bvthe heavenly library there is a Book 
of Life. Perhaps there aro many vol- 
umes in it When we say a book, we 
mean all written by the author on that 
subject I can not tell how large those 
heavenly volumes are, nor the splen- 
dor of their bindings, nor the number 
of their pages, nor whether they are 
pictorial Ized with some exciting scenes 
of this world I only know that the 
words have not been impressed by 
type, but written out by some hand, 
and that all those who, like the 70 dis- 
ciples to whom the text was spoken, 
repent and trust the Lord for their 
eternal salvation, surely have 
their names written in Heaven. 
It may not be the same name 
that we carried on earth. We may, 
through the inconstderateness of par- 
ents, have a name that Is uncouth, or 
that was afterward dishonored by one 
after whom we were called. I do not 
know that the seventy entrances of the 
names of the seventy disciples corre- 
spond with the record in the genealog- 
ical table. It may not be the name by 
which we were called on earth, but it 
will be the name by which Heaven will 
know us, and we will have it an- 
nounced to us as we pass iu, and we 
will know it so certainly that we will 
not have to be called twice by it as in 
the Bible times the Lord called some 
people twice by name, "Saull Saul!" 
"Samuel! Samuel!" "Martha! Mar- 
thai" 

When you come up and look for your 
name In the mighty tomes of eternity 
and you are so happy as to find it there, 
you will notice that the penmau&hlp is 
Christ's, and that the letters were 
written with a trembling hand. Not 
trembling with old age, for He had 
only passed three decades when He ex- 
pired It was soon after the 80th anni- 
versary of his birthday. Look overall 
the business aooounta you kept of the 
letters you wrote at 80 years of age, 
and If you were ordinarily strong and 
well, then there waa no tremor in the 
ehlrography. Why the tremor in the 
hand that wrote your name in 
Heaven? Ob, it was a compres- 
sion of more troubles than 
ever smote anyone else, and all of them 
troubles assumed for others. Christ 
was prematurely old He had been 
exposed to all the weathers of Pales- 
tine.

Pur- 
chase from a trustworthy druggist 
four ounces of almond oil, add aquar-

of spermaceti. Put these ingredient* 
and set the jar in a -aneepaii 
with warm water reaching up to with- 
hes of the rim. Let the wa- 
ter boil. A marmalade jar Ib just about 
the right size to use. When the wax 
ami s|M-rmaoeti are melted into the oil 
blejipoonfuls of thick juice 
of a large, nearly ripened cucumber. 
Obtain the juice by pressing the pulp 
on a fine hair sieve. Color the cream 
with a few drops of spinach green. 
I'se enough to give a very delicate tint 
of green. Pour it to harden into sev- 
eral small jars. It is an excellent cura- 
tor sunburn, and is very healiug and 
soothing to the skin. 
Wash the skin at night thoroughly 
ith warm water before applying the 
earn, Dry off all the moisture a soft 
damask towel will absorb, and rub the 
of cucumbers gently into tho 
skin.
